At the age of 30, J.R. Jones, a 
city carrier for the Hickman Post 
Office, felt compelled to join 
the Army National Guard.

years ago. Jones, who spent all 
of his time in Kuwait, is a heavy 
equipment operator. “We left on 
August 15, 2011 and returned a 
year later on August 16, 2012.” 
After taking the standard time 
between completing his tour 
and his return to the workforce, 
Jones’ first day back delivering 
mail to Hickman residents was 
Monday, Oct. 1. 

“It was definitely a lot hotter 
there,” he said when describing 
the conditions in Kuwait. “It is 
a dry heat, very different from 
here.” 

He also witnessed how those 
who reside in Kuwait are very 
different culturally than how 
people are here in the United 
States. “It is different being out 
of the states and not being one 
of the majority,” he said. “We 
learned a lot about their culture.” 

“During the winter months 
they lived in ‘tent cities’ and 
when summer arrived, they 
moved back into their homes,” 
he added. 

The landscape is unlike that 
of northwestern Tennessee and 
western Kentucky. “When you 
look around you see camels,”

Commission votes 
to terminate Myatt

A free trapping class was 

Judicial centers 
to shut down 
statewide 
October 15 

Judicial centers will be closed 
statewide and all court services 
will be unavailable Monday, 
Oct. 15, as the Kentucky Judi¬ 
cial Branch shuts down for the 
third of three furlough days in 
2012. 

This is the first time since 
Kentucky’s modern court sys¬ 
tem was formed in 1976 that 
the judicial Branch must close 
judicial center doors to balance 
its budget. 

The furloughs will affect only 
non-electedcourtpersonnel, who 
will be off work without pay as 
part of the Judicial Branch’s Fis¬ 
cal Year 2013 Budget Reduction 
Plan. This includes the Supreme 
Court, Court of Appeals, Circuit 
Court, District Court, Offices 
of Circuit Court Clerk, the Ad¬ 
ministrative Office of the Courts 
and all court services, including 
Pretrial Services, Drug Court, 
the Court Designated Worker 
Program, Court Interpreting 
Services, the State Law Library 
and driver license branches. 

The Supreme Court of Ken¬ 
tucky approved two orders that 
provide guidance on how the 
statewide court closures are to 
be implemented. 

Drivers licenses will not be 
issued. 

Deputy Clerks will not be 
available to process bonds and

Hickman City Manager Larry 
Myatt was terminated from his 
position, after almost four years. 
On a three to two vote by the 
Commission during Monday 
night’s meeting Myatt was re¬ 
moved from his position. 

“Over the last few months 
there have been some business 
people in the community and 
employees who have been very 
disappointed with the direc¬ 
tion we have been headed here 
in City Hall,” stated Commis¬ 
sioner Choate. “I am going to be 
honest and frank with you here. 
I like to make the motion we ter¬ 
minate City Manager Larry My¬ 
att effective immediately and 
begin looking for a replacement 
for a new City Manager before 


the end of the year.” 

After a brief silence, Com¬ 
mission Phillip Williams spoke 
up stating, “I think Larry did the 
best that he could do, but I re¬ 
ally have had a lot of complaints 
for about a year and I second the 
motion.” Commissioner Barba¬ 
ra Yandal also voted yes. 

Commissioner Roger Adams 
and Mayor David Lattus voted 
no. “Larry, I don’t know what 
to say,” stated Mayor Lattus. “I 
thought Larry was doing a good 
job.” 

“And this too shall pass,” 
connnented Myatt, quoting the 
late Mayor Charles Murphy. 

Myatt was hired on Decem¬ 
ber 19, 2007, promoted from 
the city dispatcher department

Micah 
Seavers, of Seavers Beavers 
and More in Water Valley, Ky., 
hosted the class. Billy Nelms, 
of Fulton, Ky., Dana Watkins, 
of Somerset, Ky., and Greg 
Youree, Fish and Wildlife Game 
Warden, assisted Seavers with 
the two-day class. 

The first day of the class, 
Monday, Oct. 1, consisted of 
Youree going over the laws, 
reviewing rules about respecting 
land owners and animals, and 
helping the game warden locate 
poachers. He also reminded 
them of the importance of being 
respectful of the warden and his 
authority. 

How to obtain and ask for 
trapping permission was also 
discussed Monday. Participants 
then watched what was involved 
in making coyote, fox and 
bobcat sets and using snares as 
a versatile tool when trapping. 


On Tuesday, Oct. 2 Seavers, 
Nelms and Watkins, with 
a combined 114 years of 
experience in trapping, shared 
their knowledge with the 
participants who traveled from 
all over western Kentucky 
including Fulton and Hickman 
counties, and Huntingdon, Tenn. 
to take part in the class. 

Nelms, who began trapping 
when he was just 13 years old, 
is still trapping now at the age 
of 77. “I first started trapping 
to earn spending money,” he 
said. “I did it before school 
when I first started.” He would 
earn enough money to go to the 
movies and enjoy popcorn and 
a soda. He did all his trapping 
work before heading to school, 
waking during the early hours 
of dawn to set his traps. 

Once he graduated high school, 
he kept trapping to earn money 
to buy Christmas presents for

USD A announces Hispanic, Women Farmer 
and Rancher claims period now open 


Agriculture Secretary Tom 
Vilsack announced that Hispanic 
and women farmers and ranchers 
who allege discrimination by the 
USD A in past decades can file 
claims between September 24, 
2012 and March 25,2013. 

The process offers a voluntary 
alternative to litigation for each 
Hispanic or female farmer and 
rancher who can prove that 
USD A denied their applications 
for loan or loan servicing 
assistance for discriminatory 
reasons for certain time periods 
between 1981 and 2000. 

As announced in February 
2011, the voluntary claims 
process will make available 
at least $1.33 billion for cash 
awards and tax relief payments, 
plus up to $160 million in farm 
debt relief, to eligible Hispanic 
and women farmers and 
ranchers. There are no filing fees 
to participate in the program. 

The Department will continue 
reaching out to potential 
Hispanic and female claimants, 
around the country to get the 
word out to individuals who 
may be eligible for this program 
so they have the opportunity to 
participate. 

Call center representatives 
can be reached at 1-888-508- 
4429. Claimants must register 
for a claims package (by calling 
the number or visiting the 
website) and the claims package 
will be mailed to claimants. 
All those interested in learning 
more or receiving information 
about the claims process and 
claims packages are encouraged 


to attend meetings in your 
communities about the claims 
process and contact the website 
or claims telephone number.

Independent legal services 
companies will administer the 
claims process and adjudicate 
the claims.

New area code needed in Western Kentucky 


The Kentucky Public Service 
Commission (PSC) has opened 
a proceeding that will lead to the 
creation of a new area code in all 
or a portion of the current area 
code 270, which covers western 
Kentucky. 

In an order issued in late 
August, the PSC said that it 
had been notified by the North 
American Numbering Plan 
Administrator (NANPA) that 
area code 270 is projected to run 
out of available numbers by the 
third quarter of 2014. NANPA, 
which oversees the distribution 
of phone numbers and assigns 
area codes, subsequently revised 
that forecast to project number 
exhaustion by the first quarter of 
2014. 

The PSC will consider two 
options for creating the new area 
code. A telecommunications 
industry group convened by 
NANPA recommended an 
overlay, which would create a 
second area code - 364 - in the 
same territory now covered by 
area code 270. The second option 
is a split, which would assign 
area code 364 to a portion of the 
current area code 270 territory. 

An overlay would permit 
retention of all current 270 
numbers, but would require 10- 
digit dialing for local calls. A 
split would retain seven-digit 
dialing for local calls, but would 
require both wireless and landline 
customers within about half the 
current area code to change their 
phone numbers. 

The PSC will conduct public 
meetings throughout the area 
code 270 territory in October to 
provide information about the 
options and to receive public 
comment. The locations and 
dates of the meetings will be 
announced in early October. 

This is the second time in six 
years that the PSC has addressed 
a projected number shortage 
in area code 270. A similar 
proceeding was initiated in July 
2006. 

In May 2007, the PSC ordered 
the creation of a new area code 

- designated by NANPA as 364 

- in the western half of area code 
270. Area code 270 was created 
in 1999 by splitting area code 
502. 

After postponing the 
implementation date five times, 
the PSC in December 2010 
rescinded the decision and left 
area code 270 as is. Area code 
364 has been retained for future 
use in western Kentucky. 

The need for new area codes 
arises when there are no longer 
enough blocks of new numbers to 
distribute to telecommunication 
providers. In area code 270, 
numbers are distributed in blocks 
of 1,000, known as NXX-X 
blocks. 

That has not always been 
the case. Prior to May 2007, 
numbers in area code 270 were 
distributed in blocks of 10,000, 
known as NXX blocks. Because 
a company may not need to use 
all of the numbers in a code or 
block, the use of the smaller 
groupings reduces the quantity 
of numbers that are assigned but 
unused and can slow the pace of

and has cut 282 employees state¬ 
wide, eliminated court programs 
and trimmed operating costs at 
all four levels of the court sys¬ 
tem to stay within its budget. 

The Supreme Court and lead¬ 
ership from the Administrative 
Office of the Courts will meet in 
January 2013 to determine if ad¬ 
ditional furloughs and reductions 
are necessary for the remainder 
of FY 2013, which runs July 1, 
2012, to June 30, 2013. They will 
also begin drafting a budget re¬ 
duction plan for FY 2014, which 
presents an even greater shortfall 
than in FY 2013. 


number exhaustion. 

The PSC in 2001 had requested 
that the Federal Communication 
Commission (FCC) change 
number allocation in area code 
270 to the smaller blocks in order 
to extend the life of the area code. 
It wasn’t until May 2007, a few 
hours after the PSC issued an 
order to split the area code, that 
the FCC granted the request. 

Once the number assignment 
was switched to the smaller 
blocks, telecommunication 
providers were required to return 
unused 1,000-number blocks to 
NANPA for reallocation. That 
significantly extended the life 
of area code 270, leading to 
the eventual cancellation of the 
split. 

When it cancelled the split, 
the PSC said all options will be 
examined when a new area code 
is needed in the future. 

The industry group that 
recommended the overlay did 
not support any alternative 
options and thus did not express 
a preference for a dividing line in 
the event that the PSC chooses to 
split area code 270. 

In 2007, the PSC split area 
code 270 on a north-south line 
Cities designated to remain in 


area code 270 included Bowling 
Green, Columbia, Glasgow, 
Elizabethtown and Owensboro. 
Area code 364 was to cover the 
western portion of the current 
area code 270, including the cities 
of Henderson, Hopkinsville, 
Madisonville, Murray and 
Paducah. 

There is no assurance that 
another split would follow the 
same dividing line. 

The PSC has not scheduled 
an evidentiary hearing in the 
case, and will not do unless one 
becomes necessary. 

Public conunents addressing 
the telecommunications industry 
proposal for an overlay must 
be submitted to the PSC by 
November 16. 

Anyone wishing to make 
comments can submit them by 
mail to the PSC at P.O. Box 615, 
Frankfort, KY 40602, by fax to 
502-564-9625, or by e-mail from 
the PSC website. Comments also 
may be submitted in person at 
the PSC offices.

00129. The previous case was 
2006-00357.

Brownsville 
named in honor 
of Shadrack 
Brown 

The early maternal Brown 
history begins with a Brown, 
unrelated to the paternal Browns, 
who married a Benton and who 
subsequently married a Brown. 
Thus the maternal Browns are 
not to be confused with the 
paternal Browns’ lineage. 

The maternal side begins 
with Shadrack Brown who was 
thought to have been born in 
West Virginia. He settled in an 
area near Hickman, which was 
subsequently called Brownsville 
in his honor. He married Miss 
Ann Courtley, but it is not known 
how many children resulted 
from this union. However, a 
girl, Sarah Louise was born. 
She met and married James 
Washington Benton, a farmer, 6- 
29-1830 from Troy, Tennessee. 
This marriage produced eleven 
children: Henry, Minnie, Annie 
Eliza, Lula, Molly, Myrtle, 
Thomas, Etta, Mina, Ella 
Earl, and Louise. All of these 
children were born in what is 
now Brownsville. It is important 
to remember the name of Annie 
Eliza (Benton) Brown. To avoid 
confusion, the paternal side will 
be introduced. 

Hiram R. Brown, 4/22/1821- 
2/26/1894, was born in 
Brownsville to parents whose 
names are unknown. He 
was a farmer, carpenter and 
tax collector. He was buried 
in the family plot, south of 
Brownsville, on property 
currently owned by the Lattus 
Family. The cemetery marker is 
still there and legible. 

Hiram married Mary Elizabeth 
(Dorris), 1831-1906, whose 
parents’ names are unknown. It 
is not known how many children 
resulted from this marriage, but 
it did include Samuel, Frank 
and John. 

John Randolph Brown, 
7/25/1860-6/24/1910, a farmer 
and carpenter, was born at 
Brownsville. At harvest time 
he was in demand because of 
his cooking and baking skills. It 
was reported his fellow workers 
delighted in the pies he baked. 

John Randolph Brown 
married Annie Eliza Benton, 
1/21/1866-1/21/1951, on March 
19, 1882. The groom’s age was 
23 while Annie Eliza was 16. 
Ten children, six girls and four 
boys were born: Claude, Henry, 
Minnie, Spurgeon, Jessie, Edna, 
Verner, Lillis, Lola and Freddie. 
The family farmed several 
acres south of Brownsville until 
shortly after WWI, when sold 
for a reported $500. 

Claude Egbert, 1/21/1883- 
2/28/1964, moved to California, 
settled in Oklahoma City and 
Bethany, married Daisy Lillian 
Jennings, 9/12/1866-10/5/1962. 
Three girls were born: Ruth 
Buckley, 2/16/1914 and adopted 
child, Naomi June, 5/28/1924- 
1/19/1974, and Bonnie Jean, 
3/29/1926. 

Little information is available 
about Henry, Minnie, Spurgeon, 
and Jesse. 

Edna, 8/25/1893-4/11/1975, 
married John Allie McCarty, 
7/4/1890-11/26/1959. Three 
children resulted: John Daniel

Hagerty heads up Fulton County’s Agency 
for Substance Abuse Policy coalition 


University of Tennessee at 
Martin graduate Andrea Hagerty 
is the Coordinator of Fulton 
County’s Agency for Substance 
Abuse Policy coalition 
(ASAP). Hagerty the program 
coordinator, which works with 
students from both Fulton 
County and Fulton Independent 
schools, implementing and 
developing the need for a drug 
free community. 

Their mission is to develop 
and implement a data-driven, 
long-term community strategy 
designed to reduce the incidence 
of substance abuse among youth 
and, overtime, adults by utilizing 
research-based principles in 
prevention, intervention and 
treatment.

planning stages of Truth and 
Consequences: The Choice is 
Yours. Truth and Consequences 
is a a substance abuse prevention 
activity designed to show 
students and other youth the 
impact of being involved with 
illicit and legal substances. “It 
is very similar to the Reality 
Store,” stated Hagerty. “It will 
be held on January 9 and Eulton 
County will be hosting it this 
year.” 

There will be more one on 
one time with the students as 
they go from station to station 
“Parents will be asked to be 
involved,” she added. “We will 
transport Pulton Independent 
students to Pulton County 
for the event.” Realizing that 
youth have a choice to make. 
Truth and Consequences will 
be an opportunity for them to 
learn more about the physical, 
emotional, financial and 
legal consequences of getting 
involved with prescription and 
illicit drugs. 

Students in the ninth grade 
will be targeted by reality based 
program. Students will role-play 
scenarios including: possession 
of prescription drugs; driving 
under the infiuence; sniffing;

Caldwell shares fire safety tips Trapping 


Fulton County Emergency 
Management Director Hugh 
Caldwell share these home 
fire safety checklist items dur¬ 
ing October, fire prevention 
month. 

Steps to prevent fires: 

• Have properly working 
smoke alarms. 

• Test smoke alarms and car¬ 
bon monoxide detectors month¬ 
ly and change the batteries at 
least once a year. 

• Place smoke alarms on each 
floor of your home and in each 
bedroom. 

• Plan a family escape route 
and practice it once a month. 

• Install a home sprinkler sys¬ 
tem. 

• Place fire extinguishers 
throughout your home and 
make sure everyone in the house 
knows how to use them. 

Is your home free of hazards? 

• Check electrical appliances 
for loose or frayed cords. Do not 
place wires under rugs. 

• Check for outlets overloaded 
with plugs; including TV, com¬ 
puter, stereo, and printer. 

• Install GFCI (ground fault 
circuit interrupter) outlets in 
your home; especially near 
sources of water like your 
bathroom, kitchen and laundry 
room. 

• Use the correct bulb wattage 
for home light fixtures. 

• If any appliances spark, 
smell unusual or overheat, re¬ 
place or get repaired by a pro¬ 
fessional. 

• Lamps and nightlights 
should not touch any fabrics 
(bedspreads, drapes). 

• Electrical blankets are un¬ 


plugged when not in use. Check 
for frayed or loose cords and 
any odd smell. If a problem is 
detected, replace. 

• Supervise children around 
the stove and microwave. 

• Candles should be out of 
reach of children and pets, cur¬ 
tains and furniture. Never leave 
candles unattended. 

• Annual inspection of fur¬ 
nace or heating system 

• Space heaters: 

Keep out of walking paths. 

Keep away from children and 
pets. 

Keep away from beds. 

Newspapers, magazines, and 
any fabrics, including curtains, 
sheets, tablecloths, are not with¬ 
in three feet of a space heater. 

Unplug when not in use. 

• In the kitchen 

Keep an eye on appliances 
when in use. 

Make sure appliances are 
turned off and unplugged when 
not in use. 

Using pots and pans, use rear 
burners and turn the handles 
inwards. 

Do not wear loose clothing 
while cooking. 

• Fireplaces 

Keep the fire place clean. 

Cover your fireplace with a 
screen. 

Only burn wood. Papers and 
other materials can escape while 
burning and ignite something 
nearby. 

The fire should be completely 
extinguished before leaving the 
room. 

Have your chimney cleaned 
professionally once a year

Kelly. “There are so many 
amazing things that we are able 
to take to this girls’ academy! 
“The owner of Medcare 
Pharmacy has donated $250 
in items (wholesale!) and 
Paul Mitchell Beauty School 
(Nashville) has donated 
24 bottles of shampoo and 
conditioner,” she noted. “The 
First Christian Church bought 
104 Spanish readers for the 
academy!

his wife and kids. “I would head 
out at 3 a.m. and run my lines,” 
he explained. “I would be back 
home by 7 a.m. to get ready for 
work. 

“When I started trapping, 
raccoons brought a dollar and 
opossums twenty-five cents,” 
continued Nelms. “A red fox 
would bring $1, and we sold 
them to Mr. James of E.W. James 
in Hickman, Ky. Back then Mr. 
James bought skins and pecans 
at his grocery store.” 

A self-taught trapper, Nelms 
explained it was a lot of work 
earning that spending money, 
but he loved it and still does. 
He is very willing to share his 
knowledge with those looking 
to keep the craft alive. 

Nelms shared photos, his 
boards made out of Poplar that 
he uses to stretch the skins and 
a few traps with everyone at 
the class, just like he did with 
his own children when they 
were young. “Both of my sons 
trapped,” he said proudly. “They 
did it to earn spending money, 
too. They each saved enough 
money to buy themselves cars.” 

He talked about the places he 
would go to trap, including the 
Hickman bottoms and an area 
offofKy 307. 

Nelms shared his tricks on 
how to blacken traps and to 
learn to follow the animal. “The 
animal will tell you everything 
you need to know about them,” 
he said. “I am a blind setter. I set 
traps in the water.” 

On-the-job training is the best 
way to learn the art of trapping, 
Nelms noted. “You learn by 
doing it,” he added. “You can 
learn something new each day 
you go out and trap. Anything 
you want to know, just ask me. 

“Remember it is a lot of work 
and you have to keep working 
at it until you find what works 
best for you,” concluded Nelms. 
“It is an outdoor sport. You 
need to love being outside to be 
successful at trapping.” 

Every trapper does have his 
own way, but trappers do learn 
from one another.

“Cory got drawed!” was the mantra my Dad 
proclaimed around the house for several weeks 
in October 1994. It was quota hunt time again, a 
chance to take deer on some of Kentucky’s most 
revered wildlife refuges. Near Monkey’s Eyebrow 
in Ballard County was such a paradise, the Ballard 
Wildlife Management Area. A reserve full of the 
choicest cuts of venison clothed in trophy racks 
to mount upon the wall. And, well, does too. That 
was to be my lot for this hunt. I had “got drawed” 
but, alas, my draw was a doe tag. 

Achieving an allowance for a doe harvest at 
Ballard was about like going to Moonlight BBQ 
and instructed only to eat the saltine crackers. Even 
at 13 years old, I knew I had been given a raw 
deal in the matter. But we would still embark on 
the hunt, leaving Eulton that morning at the crisp 
hour of Sam. A lone pair of headlights traveling 
north on highway 51 through the empty streets 
and blinking stoplights of Clinton, Arlington, 
Bardwell, Wickliffe, and Barlow onward to the 
refuge. I was nodding with heavy eyes the whole 
way. We reached our destination in an hour’s time 
to meet several other dads with sons and daughters 
alongside, all wishing they too were still in a warm 
bed dreaming of deer instead. Multiple forms of 
camo on display. Dried mud from previous deer 
seasons still caked on rarely worn hunting boots. 
Quiet conversations. Everyone was tired. 

It was still dark. Headlights provided some 
vision outside a small metal building that would 
later serve as a check station as the day wore on. 
Once inside the building I presented my various 
documents and licenses as if providing a passport 
to a foreign land. And most reluctantly of all, 
presented that blasted doe tag. 

Some instructions were announced by one of the 
game wardens and then we were off. You should 
see a hundred or so hunters all trying to meander 
into the same woods at once. Dad and I got a 
flashlight signal from another hunter a couple of 
times to reroute. By now, there was some daylight, 
and the blaze orange hunter’s vests could be seen 


FSA prepares to issue CRP and DCP payments 


Lexington, KY - October 
2, 2012 - USDA Earm Service 
Agency (ESA) Kentucky State 
Executive Director John W. 
McCauley, announced that ESA 
will issue Conservation Reserve 
Program (CRP) and Direct 
and Counter-cyclical Program 
(DCP) payments during the first 
few weeks of October. 

“PSA will issue the payments 
timely as long as all producer 
eligibility requirements are 
met,” said McCauley. 

CRP and DCP payments could 
be affected if producers have not 
submitted the required Adjusted 
Gross Income (AGI) forms. 
Affected producers will need 
to submit the proper AGI forms 


before payments can be issued. 
In addition, producers who 
signed up for CRP emergency 
haying and grazing and did not 
pay in advance will notice that 
their annual rental payment was 
reduced by the acreage that was 
hayed or grazed. 

“Producers who were affected 
by county office consolidations 
should not experience payment 
delays,” said McCauley. 
“All county office payments, 
regardless of consolidations, will 
be generated at the same time 
as long as all other eligibility 
requirements are met,” he said.

see. We settled in to wait for a moment by a creek 
when the fully predictable happened. 

It’s as if the hunting gods were in a joking mood 
for the next 30 seconds. Into our midst hops the 
largest buck either of us had ever seen. Ten feet 
from us. Stopped. Broadside. Huffing and puffing 
from rut duties, heaving with every freezing breath 
visible from his mouth like a smokestack. The 
rack of this deer was white and pristine, 12 points 
with perfect symmetry, the kind of rack that would 
grace a Buckmaster’s logo. No doubt Boone and 
Crocket. Pope and Young. Even Crosby, Stills, 
and Nash. But the only song I could sing was the 
blues, my little doe tag bellowing ablaze in my 
wallet, gun pointed towards the forest floor. Dad 
and I watched with open mouths as this giant buck 
slowly walked down a hill to the creek behind us 
and swam across the water to the other side. In my 
30 plus years of being in the woods, it was both 
the most awe-inspiring and heartbreaking moment 
in my life as an outdoorsman. We turned around to 
see another dad and son standing in front of us. He 
had a buck tag. Too late. 

In the 18 years since that hunt I’ve thought a 
few times that I should have just taken that buck 
anyway. A “whoops” move, akin to cashing in a 
401(k) prematurely for the heck of it. We could 
have used a hacksaw to level off the antlers and 
remove other tell tale signs. “It’s a doe, Mr. Game 
Warden, honest! Oh, those, well those are our 
rattlin’ horns...” But like the Apostle Paul, I’d be 
doing most of my writing from a prison cell if that 
had been the case. Hindsight is looking at the hind 
you saved. The .243 bullet remained chambered in 
the firearm until later in the day. That’s when I took 
my entitled doe as it sauntered towards me as part of 
a larger group of girlfriends she was with. Mission 
accomplished. Dad was still proud of his heritage 
being passed, one outdoorsman to another. But a 
thousand does wouldn’t have replaced Superbuck 
that day. And no deer ever has. I’d come close 
in 1996. And I’ll tell you about that next month.

remarked Jones, “not cows like 
we have here.” 

They do, however, have a 
lot of the same restaurants in 
Kuwait City as are here in the 
states, including McDonald’s, 
Burger King and Puddruckers. 

All went well while Jones 
served his year in Kuwait. “Our 
unit pulled together as we did 
our missions and everything 
went fine,“ he said. “Our 
battalion and brigade did their 
jobs, keeping everything under 
control. We were inside the 
wire. The worse thing we could 
have experienced would be 
setting of a land mine while we 
were moving dirt.” 

All their missions took place 
inside the base at either Camp 
Buehring (a staging post for 
US troops in the northwestern 
region) or Camp Arifjan (the 
camp was funded and built by 
the government of Kuwait.). 

“We did witness the stand 
down from Iraq,” commented 
Jones. “It took place while we 
were working.” 

With four years left on 
his contract Jones is already 
considering signing up again 
for another term. “I enjoy being 
a part of the National Guard,” 
he said. “It makes you become 
responsible for yourself instead 
of relying on other people. I 
wish I would have done it when 
I was 18, and not 30.”

Jones while he was away they 


are very appreciative of his 
dedication to his country. “The 
Hickman Post Office appreciates 
J.R.’s service to our nation and is 
glad to welcome his safe return,” 
stated Postermaster Cash.

ORDINANCE 12-22 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF HICKMAN, KENTUCKY ADOPT¬ 
ING THE ANNUAL COUNTY VALUATION; LEVYING AN AD 
VALOREM TAX WITH RESPECT TO REAL AND PERSONAL PROP¬ 
ERTY; PROVIDING FOR PAYMENT OF PENALTY AND INTEREST 
ON DELINQUENT TAXES; IMPOSING ADVERTISING AND CLERK 
FEE COSTS WITH RESPECTTO DELINQUENTTAX BILLS; PROVID¬ 
ING FOR EXONERATIONS; REPEALING CONFLICTING ORDI¬ 
NANCE; AND PROVIDING FOR EFFECTIVE DATE 
BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF HICKMAN, KENTUCKY AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION: 1. All property located within the City of Hickman subject 
to taxation for municipal purposes are hereby assessed as the value at 
which said property is assessed by annual county assessment. 

SECTION 2. An ad valorem tax rate of 36.1 C is hereby levied for the 
municipal purposes on every $100 of assessed valuation of real 
property located within the corporate limits subject to taxation. An ad 
valorem tax rate of 36.1 C is hereby levied for municipal purposes on 
every $100 of assessed valuation of personal property within the 
corporate limits subject to taxation. Included in said rates are a 4.7C 
on every $100 of assessed valuation levied for the purpose of raising 
sufficient revenue to pay for fire apparatus equipment. 

SECTION 3. If the taxes herein are not paid before the first day of 
January 1, 2013 a penalty of ten percent (10%) of such delinquent 
taxes shall be added thereto in addition to the interest thereon at the 
rate of twelve (12%) per annum for said date. Advertising costs of 
$5.00 per name per publication and clerk fee of $0.75 cost pertaining 
to delinquent tax bills are hereby imposed. 

SECTION 4. The city clerk is hereby authorized and allowed to 
exonerate all tax bills as shall be exonerated by the county, and she 
shall obtain from county records a copy of all such exoneration 
allowed. 

SECTION 5.This ordinance shall be in full force and effect immedi¬ 
ately on and after its enactment following second separate reading as 
provided by law.

The Commission will begin 
the process of hiring a new City 
Manager immediately, advertis¬ 
ing the position. 

Jimmy Lane, a Hickman resi¬ 
dent, asked the Commission, 
“Why do you want to get rid 
of someone that knows Hick¬ 
man and bring someone in that 
doesn’t know anything about 
the town.. .1 worked for the City 
back in the 70s and we dealt we 
city managers all the time. They 
don’t care about people here if 
they are not from here. They are 
just here to get a paycheck. 

“I think if you are going to re¬ 
place Larry,” he said, “It should 
be with someone from around 
here. I know that there is some¬ 
one around here that can do the 
job. The job should stay in the 
city.” 

Commissioner Williams 
didn’t disagree with Lane, but 
again cited feedback he has got¬ 
ten from the community. 

Lane also voiced his concern 
over the Commission raising the 
city taxes 4%. He would person¬ 
ally like to see them find another 
source for revenue besides tax¬ 
es. “It is the most unfair tax,” he 
said. “I think you should stand 
back and look at the people in 
this town, some can barely eat.” 

Mayor Lattus asked Lane, 
“What other solution do we 
have?” 

Lane wasn’t sure, but did say. 
“Maybe you should get some 
new businesses in this town to 
help the people of this town,” he 
said. 

Another area of uncertainty is 
the future of dispatch services. 
The Commission did receive a 
proposal from Fulton County 
Judge/Executive David Gal¬ 
lagher where it states dispatch 
services would be provided to 
the City through the county¬ 
wide dispatch in the amount of 
$60,000 for the first year with 
the remainder of the year being 
prorated. 

Wanting to know about the 


future of city dispatchers, city 
dispatch equipment and costs 
down the road the Connnis- 
sion elected not to accept the 
proposal until they receive a 
memorandum of agreement for 
the Commission to read. “This 
is our people’s money,” stated 
Commissioner Choate. “They 
are going to ask us about it and 
we need to be able to answer 
their questions.” The motion, 
unanimously accepted, was 
made by Commissioner Choate 
and seconded by Connnissioner 
Williams. 

The Commissioner also ap¬ 
pointed Will Rice to the Hick- 
man-Fulton County Riverport 
Board after accepting Gene 
McCollum’s resignation. Mayor 
Lattus also appointed Justin Sut- 
tles to the Hickman Recreation 
Tourist Connnission Conven¬ 
tion board, replacing Jay Black. 

Public Works Director Mike 
Hartigan updated the Com¬ 
mission on the wastewater 
treatment plant and additional 
reports show the wastewater 
treatment plant and the overall 
water system seems to be back 
on track in the right direction. 

Preparations have already 
been made for inclement winter 
weather, with Hartigan making 
3,000 gallons of brine for roads 
during icy conditions. 

Hickman City Police Chief 
Tony Grogan began the process 
going door-to-door making sure 
all city residence are compliant 
with the city sticker ordinance. 

Hickman Volunteer Fire Chief 
Jackie Duncan was in atten¬ 
dance for the meeting, with no 
report for the Connnission. 

Inspections of the water treat¬ 
ment procedures were recently 
performed and Myatt estimated 
it would be 45 to 60 days before 
the final results were handed 
over to the city. 

The meeting adjourned at 
8:05 p.m. The Commission is 
slated to reconvene in regular 
session on Monday, Nov. 12 at 
7 p.m. at City Hall.

Transit board reinstates employee health insurance

For the month of July 2012, 
Fulton County Transit Authority 
Executive Director Kenney 
Etherton reported he submitted 
$75,717 in invoices to the state 
and $58,928 was submitted 
in August. Leaving $321,165 
remaining in allotted funding, 
Etherton told board members 
David Moss, Lew Jetton, Karen 
Argo, Glenda Cochrum, Nancy 
Grasfeder and Louetta Everett 
at that average rate, FCTA funds 
would be expended by February, 
2013. 

Although the main item on 
the special called agenda of the 
Transit Board Oct. 2 at noon was 
whether to reinstate employees 
health insurance, which board 
members agreed to do as 
reported in the Oct. 3 Fulton 
Leader, it was the Authority’s 
financial condition which was 
the focus of the board. Board 
members Garrett Hutchins and 
Barbara Mclntee were absent 
from the meeting. 

Etherton told the board 
members the FCTA averages 
revenues of approximately 
$103,000 per month, including 
federal grant money. He said the 
gross payroll came in at $53,000 
for July, considerably more than 
usual, due to overtime pay, a 
result of employees on vacation 
and sick days used. He said the 
average amount of overtime pay 
thus far in 2012 is approximately 
$11,274 per month. 

Etherton said the Transit 
Authority needs 42 people to be 
fully staffed. 

The board also heard the line 
of credit balance is $149,128, 
with a $3,000-$5,000 payment 
on the line of credit scheduled 
to be made in two weeks. The 
line of credit was previously 
used by the Transit Authority 
when federal and state funds 
were expended, and the line of 
credit was necessary to continue 
operation. 

Etherton said he had received 
notification from Frankfort an 
additional $41,441 would be 
forwarded to FCTA. 

As the board members 
examined the issue of health 
insurance to be provided to 
employees, and re-examined 
the decision made previously 
by the board to discontinue the 
employees’ coverage, Etherton 
reported 14 employees were 


currently on the health insurance 
plan, potentially four more 
could qualify and 20 employees 
had chosen not to participate. 
He said he would like to see the 
health insurance continue for the 
employees, and said he had also 
been provided with information 
regarding less expensive health 
care plans, although he had not 
had an opportunity to review the 
information. 

h referring to the $41,441 
in funds unexpected, which 
Frankfort has committed, 
Etherton said debt reduction is 
an option, to pay the amount 
on the line of credit, to reduce 
the total owed to approximately 
$87,000. 

Board member Lew Jetton 
questioned Etherton as to 
any stipulations the state had 
attached to the additional 
funding. Etherton said when he 
had spoken with the state office, 
he had informed them of the 
board’s decision to discontinue 
health care coverage for 
employees. 

“Do you believe that is what 
Frankfort intended for the money 
to be used for,” asked Jetton, 
referring to the insurance. 

“Yes,” said Etherton. 

When asked about potential 
new sources of revenue, 
Etherton said he had continued 
communication with Pilgrim’s 
Pride, a factory in Mayfield and 
that the company was absorbing 
the cost to transport workers 
from the Transit Office to the 
plant. Etherton also said Miller 
Bus Sales is paying the Transit 
Authority 10% connnmissionon 
bus ticket sales, with FCTA the 
only bus station facility between 
here and Memphis, Tenn. 

“Things have been tight since 
2002,” Etherton said, adding 
“I really think we can continue 
paying employees’ health 
insurance. We don’t have a 
lot to offer, but I have to have 
good employees. We are asking 
employees to do all it takes, to 
do more.” 

Board member Glenda 
Cochrum said “In August, you 
painted a dark picture. Just 
because we have gotton this 
extra money, I don’t see any 
difference. I don’t see that things 
have changed. We have to look 
down the road at the big picture. 
I want to give employees health 
insurance, but is that viable for 
us to do? Economically, can we 


do that? I am not convinced...” 

“If we use a one-month 
average for expenditures, 
that’s $140,000, with estimated 
income, a one-month average, 
at $103,000,” said David Moss. 

Etherton reminded the board 
Saturday response had already 
been eliminated, an one staff 
position had not been replaced. 

Discussion went on to FCTA 
policies and procedures, with 
the board approving changes to 
the employees earned vacation 
time, allowing five vacation 
days to be earned after one year 
of employment; completion of 
five years of employment would 
earn 10 vacation days; and after 
10 years of employment, 15 
paid vacation days would be 
earned by the employee. 

Etherton reported the 
construction project at the 
Transit Authority Office in 
Fulton is approximately 50% 
complete, with a completion 
date projected to be the end 
of October. He also said if the 
project goes over the time frame, 
there are liquidated damages, 
but there will be no penalties to 
FCTA, only to the contractor. 

Discussion once again 
returned to the issue of the 
Transit’s ability to provide 
health insurance benefits. 

“How much did we hit the 
line of credit for last year?” 
asked Jetton, to which Moss 
answered he believed it to be for 
approximately $50,000. 

“It will be a squeeker this time 
next year,” Moss said, adding 
“but we always do this.” 

“We are digging a hole. It’s 
going to strap us. Federal and 
state money is not looking 
good,” said Board member 
Karen Argo. 

Lew Jetton made the motion 
to restore the employees health 
care insurance, with the motion 
seconded by Glenda Cochrum. 
The two voted yes for the 
measure, with board members 
Karen Argo and Louetta Everett 
voting no. Board chairman 
David Moss broke the tie, voting 
yes, with the motion approved 
by majority. 

The next regulary scheduled 
Fulton County Transit Authority 
Board meeting is set for Oct. 17 
at noon at the Transit Office in 
Fulton. The meeting is open to 
the public.
